The article stated that a festival sponsored by the American Peace Crusade 
and New York Peace Institute (100-391304) would be held at St. Nicholas 
Arena, 66th St. and Columbus Ave., NJC, on May 28. Co-djlrectors of the 
festival were Yvonne Gregory and Julian Mayfield. The festival would 
be a sharp contrast to the white supremacist program offered in Paris 
under State Department supervision. A photograph of Mayfield appeared 
in this article.

The following references set forth information regarding 
the “Committee To Aid Racially Exploited" (100-434731) which was or- 
ganized by Robert Franklin Williams (100-387728) , President of the Union 
County, N.C. NAACP, in November, I960, to send food to tlie South. The 
food, or money for food packages, was to be supplied by | other countries 
including the Soviet Union and China. The Committee was to be composed 
of militant people and Julian Hudson Mayfield was one oi* the persons to 
be asked to be on the Committee. On 12/4/60 Mayfield of NYC, and John 
Clark, a writer, visited Monroe, on a mercy trip to tak4 clothing to the 
needy. They visited Williams and discussed with him the setting up of 
a committee to operate "Care Packages for the Union County", N.C. pro- 
gram. Vanguard Publishing Company, NYC, would possibly, handle publicity. 
As of 12/20/60 Williams had reportedly organized this program into an 
organization known as the Crusaders Association for Relief and Enlighten- 
ment (CARE). Background data regarding Mayfield was set out.
